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Sapir blames Dayan Two soldier victims buried 


for Golda’s step

Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir 
yesterday said Moshe Dayan’s 
refusal to relinquish the Defence 
Ministry in the wake of the 
Agranat report had contributed 
in no small measure to Prime 
Minister Golda Meir’s decision to 
resign, 

Speaking in an interview on the 
radio's “Weekly News Magazine," 
Mr. Sapir reiterated once more that 
he was not a candidate to succeed 
Mrs. Meir, although his name was 
being mentioned prominently. 

Sapir also blamed Mrs. Meir's 
own colleagues in the Labour Par- 
ty's Mapai wing for her resigna- 
tion. He said some of the state- 
ments they made last week “were 
the last drops that filled her cup." 
This was an obvious reference to 
the strong criticism of the Govern- 
ment'’s low prestige, voiced by 
Agriculture Minister Haim Gvatt 
and Police Minister Shlomo Hillel 
at a Mapai leadership caucus. 

Sapir said he failed to understand 
how Dayan could have remained 
silent after ex-Chief of Staff David 
Blazar read out his letter of pro- 
test and resignation at the Cabinet 
session which discussed the findings 
of the Agranat Commission. 

Recalling that he had opposed 
Dayan's ouster before the Commis- 
sion had published its interim re- 
port, Sapir said the vast majority 
of the Labour Party and of Mapam, 
including himself, now think that 
Dayan must resign. Ahdut Ha’- 
avoda even threatened to pull out 
its two Ministers — Yigal Allon 
and Yisrael Galli from the

“A resignation is not an ouster," 
Sapir said, recalling that he had 
offered Dayan the Treasury, with 
the option to appoint a Deputy 
Finance Minister’ (Gad Ya'acobi). 

He said Dayan had erred in his 
interpretation of the Agranat re- 
port, and that he was also wrong 
in i his refusal to resign on 
Justice Minister Haim Zadok's Jegal 
opinion regarding ministerial re- 
sponsibility in Israel. 

Despite his harsh criticism of 
Dayan, Sapir expressed hope that 
the present rift in the Labour Party 
would not develop into a split. He 
said Dayan’s statement last week 
that Mrs. Meir's resignation may 
lead to new political groupings 
could be interpreted in various ways. 
It did not necessarily mean that 
Rafi would cross the aisle and join 
the Likud right-wing opposition. 

Sapir recalled that Dayan had 
often said he was an integral part 
of the labour movement, “having 
been born in Degania and raised 
in Nahalai.” Sapir did not think 
the Rafi members in the kibbutz 
and moshav settlements would be 
prepared to team up with Lilad. 

The Labour Party's cure must 
come from within; otherwise, it 
will lose its hegemony in the Gov- 
ernment, Sapir said, adding that 
Labour hegemony did not stand for 
Cabinet seats and power, but for a 
certain ideology. “Now that ‘Golda 
has resigned and a whole genera- 
tion of the old-timers will no lon- 
ger be in the leadership, people will 
hark back to her times.” 

Sapir said new elections would 
not change very much, since the 
country had gone to the polis only 
three months ago, but he would not 
oppose a decision to hold another 
vote. But elections should not be 
held before the Agranat Commis- 
sion had completed its entire re- 
port: “We don't need shocks in 
instalments." 

Blections should definitely not be 
held until after August 8, when the 
new voters' registry will be pub- 
shed — the registry will include 
close to 100,000 new voters, he said. 

Stressing that he had not changed 
his mind, Sapir said he himself 
was not on his list of candidates 
for the Premiership. In his view 
the next Prime Minister should be 

a “human person," with the ability 
to influence people, “although Τ' 
don't know what ‘charisma’ means.” 


Likud to demand 
full inquiry on 
security in North

TEL AVIV. — Likud sources last 
night said they will demand an in- 
quiry commission into the Army's 
handling of the security arrange- 
ments at Kiryat Shmona. The 
sources said they would rot be sa- 
ttstied with the appointmént of an 
Ἢ investigating officer but want a full- 
fledged committee. They claimed 
that although security fcrces had 
prior information of terrorist plans 
for actions in the north during the 
Pessah holiday, no special precau- 
tlons were taken.

The two soldiers who fell in 
the Kiryat Shmona terrorist at- 
tack were buried in separate fun- 
erals on Friday, 


Rav-Turai Suhell Abzak, 20, 
was ‘buried with military honours 
in the Circassian village of Re- 
haniya, eight kms. north of 
Safad. 

The body was first taken from 
the Government Hospital there to 
the Mosque of Tarshiha, the sol- 
dier’s birthplace, where the vil- 
lagers filed past his coffin. A 
large number of mourners of the 
Circassian, Jewish and Arab com- 
munities attended the funeral. 

Suheil’s father, asergeant on 
the local police force, was on 
desk duty at the Meona station on 
Thursday afternoon, while most 
of the members of the force were 
out attending the funeral of ἃ col- 
league in Nahariyn. Army repre- 
sentatives who came to inform 
the <Abzak family of Suheil’s 
death went to the police station 
to inquire where the family lives, 
and thus informed the father of 
his δον death without realizing 
to whom they were speaking. 

Suheil's father said at the 
funeral he was proud to have 
brought up his son in a spirit of 
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loyalty to the State and to in- 
trepidity in the moment of dan- 
ger. “I’regard him as still alive, 
because he fulfilled a double duty 
— that of service to the State 
and that of saving his fellow 
men.” At the father’s request no 
salute was fired over the grave. 

Rav-Turai Suheil Abzak was 
among the soldiers who retook 
Mt. Hermon from the Syrians in 
the Yom Kippur War. He is the 
first of the Circassian community, 
whose sons have been drafted for 
service in the army since 1956, 
to fall in the line of duty. 

The juneral of Segen-Mishne 
Mordechai Geridi, 20, of Ramat 
Hasharon, the other soldier killed 
in the massacre, took place Fri- 
day morning at the military 
cemetery in Eiryat Shaul, 

‘Geridi’s mother, who has been 
confined to a wheel chair for 
several years, refused to leave 
the open grave, while his 
er brother fainted and his father 
could not manage to recite the 
kaddish. The funeral was attended 
by the chaplain of the Central 
Command, Sgan-Aluf Avraham 
Avidan, and by teachers and stu- 
dents of the Kiryat Noah Yeshiva 
of Jerusalem, from which Morde- 
chal graduated before beginning 
his army service. 


Lebanese villagers 
demand protection

The Beirut authorities said yester- 

day the Israelf raid on six’ Leban- 
ese villages resulted In the d2ath 
of a woman and her daughter, the 
abduction of 13 men and the demo- 
lition of 24 houses. 

The official Lebanese communique 
said between midnight: 
Saturday morning Israeli units in- 
filtrated into the villages of Du- 
heira, Yarin, Muhabeib, Blida, Tal- 
beh and Ejitaroun near the border. 
The women vicims were named as 
Alya Ali Jaber, 60, and her 15-year- 
old daughter Amneh. They were re- 
portedly killed in the wreckage of 
8 Muhabeib house where Israeli 
troops held two men in custody. 
These were named as Aly Zein Ja- 
ter, 35, and his brother Ahmed, 18. 

The detainees were said to have 
been among 13 villagers picked up 
during the raid. Relatives identified 
four others as Abdul-Majid Farhat, 
his brother Aly Farhat and the 
latter's son Izzat of Blida; and Is- 
mail Yousef Hussein of Eitaroun. 
They reported that Israeli troops 
said the prisoners would not be re- 
leased unless Lebanon freed the two 
Israel pilots who bailed out from 
their Phantom jet in southern Leba- 
non last Monday after a military 
action against the Syrians on the 
Golan front. 

Villagers said there was no fight- 
ing between the Israeli troops and 
the Lebanese army in the area. 
Both the Lebanese security forces 
andthe terrorists appear.,to Hive 
withdrawa: amid’ fears of ‘an-immi- 
nent Israeli strike ‘in refsliation for 
the attack on Kiryat: Siifieaa last 
Thursday. 

But the villagers said they were 
taken completely by surprise. Many 
reported they were confronted with 
Israel troops right on their door- 
steps ordering them to evacuate 
thetr houses, 

Most of the Lebanese in the area 
are tobacco farmers. Residents of 
Duheira and Yarin said the Israel 
troops must have come to their 
villages on foot crossing their roll- 
ing green fields along the border. 
Villagers from Blida, Taibeh, Muha- 
beib and Eitaroun, however, said 
that the Israelis arrived in groups 
of 100 to 200 soldiers in tracked ve- 
hicles.

SAIGON (AP). — Waves of 
South Vietnamese planes pounded 
the Vietcong headquarters at Loc 
Ninh north of Saigon twice on 
Friday in retaliation for attacks 
that overran a government base, 
the Vietcong said yesterday. 

South Vietnamese military sources 
confirmed the first series of more 
than 50 strikes against Loc Ninh 
on Friday morning within hours 
after the government's Tong Le 
Chan base was overrun. Saizon re- 
ported the fate of the base's 259 
defenders remained unknown yester- 
day, but the Vietcong said they just 
walked in and found the camp de- 
serted. 

Saigon government sources said 
they had no reports on the second 
wave of air attacks charged by the 
Vietcong. 

Tong Le Chan is 80 km. north 
of Saigon, and Loc Ninh is 43 km. 
farther north of the hase.

Nixon not guilty of tax 


fraud in California 


SACRAMENTO California (AP). 
— California officials say they 
have ue found any evidence of 
crimina] zligence or fraud in 
Sate income tax “retums’ for

1969-72. 

The state announced Friday it 
is requiring Nixon to submit the 
returns now and pay $4,263.72 in 
back taxes, ἃ penalty of $39.17 and 
$1,000 in interest on the taxes due. 

The decision came in the wake 
of a Congressional report that 
claims Nixon owes about $465,000 
in back federal taxes. The White 
House has said Nixon will pay the 
federal tax bill. 

Dean Butler, Nixon's California 
tax lawyer, said the state bill 
would be paid, although he dis- 

with some of the findings 
of the California franchise tax 
board. 


At the White House, Deputy 
Press secretary Gerald ‘Warren did 
not say whether Nixon would pay 
the California taxes or contest the 
state's findings. “We will wait until 
we hear from the state franchise 
tax board directly,” Warren said. 


The California decision wags an- 
nounced by Martin Huff, executive 
officer of the board which adminis~ 
ters the state income tax. He said 
the President would promptly file 
returns and pay taxes owed for 
the four-year period, 

The $39.17 penalty is for failing 
to file a return for 1970. Huff said 
the penalty was levied because it 
was obvious Nixon had enough 
California-based income to require 
ἃ return. 

But failure to file a return, in 
itself, does not constitute criminal 
negligence or fraud, he told a news 
conference. “There has to be 
evidence or indication of wilfulness 
and all the evidence was the other 
wey around," Huff said, Failure to 
file “is not necessarily a criminal 
matter if he didn’t believe he had 
@ requirement to file, and that was 
the situation.” 

Meanwhile the New York State 
tax department is studying the 
Possibility Nixon owes back taxes 
in that state.

‘End of Israel’s old guard’ 


CAIRO (AP). — The downfall of 
Golda Meir “as the last member 
of the old guard who built Israel 
may mean the appearance of a 
new generation capabie of dealing 
with the new facts indicated by 
the October war,” the newspaper 
“Al Gombouria” said on Friday. 
The mass circulation “Al Akh- 
bar” predicted that neither Mrs. 
Meir’s resignation nor even new 


elections “will be able to solve Is- 
rael's deep and acute political dis- 
order.” 

In Moscow “Pravda” said the 
political crisis exploded because of 
“the mounting discontent of the 
rank-and-file Israelis with the Gov- 
ernment’s course, the country’s 
hard economic position, the lack of 
peace, the obvious failure of the 
policy aimed at annexing the cap- 
tured lands...” :

POSSIBLE RECONCILIATION WITH DUBCEK SUPPORTERS 


Diplomats’ disappearance hints of Czech purge

MUNICH. 
STRANGE things have been hap- 
pening at the Czechoslovak em- 
hassy in London lately, which sug- 
gest that even odder things are 
afoot in Prague. 

‘During a period of a few weeks 
in February and early March, 13 of 
the embassy's 21 staff members, in- 
cluding the ambassador, left or sim- 
ply disappeared from London and 
have not been replaced. 

Since there was no charge of es- 
pionage, observers here conclude that 
the diplomats have been recalled as 
part of some new kind of purge in 
Prague involving Czechoslovak hard- 
Uners, reformers and middle-of-the- 
roaders. 

The case of the missing diplomats 
seems to be just one more piece in 
wheat is becoming an increasingly 
complex political puzzle involving 
several groups of protagonists. 

On the one side are the dissident 
intellectuals and the reformers of 
the 1968 Prague Spring, including 
Alexander Dubcek himself, most of 
whom have been muzzled, purged 
διὰ relegated to menial jcbs or re- 
tirement. Some are serving prison 
sentences. 

At the other end of the 
are the hardliners, led by such polit- 
buro and party secretariet stalwarts 
as Vasil Bilak and Alois Indra, the 
QuisLags who invited Warsaw Pact 
troops into Czechoslovakia im 
August 1968. 

Beween them, with Moscow 
breathing down their necks, are 
the “moderates” led by Party Chief 
Dr. Gustav Husak. 

These three groups are engaged 
in a complicated game, the basic 
thrusts of which can be described 


like this. The liberals, especially 
the intellectuals, are milltating for 
more cultural freedom and trying 
to salvage what little remains of 
the reform ideas of 1968. 


The conservatives are out for 
blood, still hoping, more than five 
years efter the invasion, to punish 
and prosecute the perpetrators of 
the “counter-revolution” and to im- 
pose strict ideological orthodoxy. 

Husak, while trying to prevent 
the hardliners from going too far, 
is also at pains to prevent the 
liberals from doing or saying any- 
thing that might unsettle the coun- 
try again or provoke too many 
nostalgic memories for the haleyon 
days of “Communism with a human 
face.” 

And the Kremlin, continually 
embarrassed by persistent Western 
reminders of what it did to Czecho- 
slovakia, Is Htusak to move 
toward some form of reconciliation 
with the reformers without, how- 
ever, letting things go too far or 
get out of hand. 

Within this larger scenario, some 

things have been happen- 
ing which leave most Prague 
watchers admittedly baffled. 

On the one hand, Prague recently 
imposed a strict mew censorship 
policy on phonograph records. Some 
1,000 titles including classical, po- 
pular, folk and church music, 
readings, d@ramatizations of fairy 
tales, language lessons and theat- 
rical performances have been black- 
listed. 


In addition, there have been 
countless cases recently of banned 
theatre performances and the re- 
moval of books from shops and 
libraries. The thrust appears to be 
an almost fanatical witchhunt for 
any reminders and remnants of the 


Prague Spring. 

On the other band, 11 prominent 
liberal dissidents, jailed in the 
summer of 1972 for subversion and 
anti-regime agitation, were re- 
leased from prison on probation 
just before lest’ Christmas — well 
before their sentences had run out. 

Even stranger, however, have 
been the comings and goings of 
certain Soviet diplomats and mill- 
tary officers in mufti who have 
been making discreet and conspira- 
torial courtesy calls on some of 
the most prominent figures of the 
1968 reform movement. 

It is known that high-ranking 
Soviet officers from the occupation 
headquarters at Milovice have in 
recent months repeatedly visited 
Comma Cisar and Zdenek Mlynar, 

the officially disgraced chief ideolo- 
gists of the Prague Spring, as well 
es the former party secretary of 
Southern Moravia, Josef Spacek. 

Even Josef Smrkovsky, the for- 
mer president of parliament, was 
visited by the Russians on several 
occasions’ shortly before his death 
last January 15. And so has been 
Alexander Dubcek himself. 

Smrkovsky, in fact, waz received 
in the Soviet Embassy where he 
delivered a letter to Leonid Brezh- 
nev with proposals for “genuine 
normalization” of the situation in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Although the principals to these 
talks insist that they have been 
sworn to secrecy by their visitors, 
the gist of the discussions appears 
to be a Soviet effort to improve 
the political climate. 

The two most prominent Dubcek 
adherents currently serving prison 
terms — Milan Huebi and Jaroslav 
Sabata — have reportedly been 
visited in their cells by emissaries 


from the Ministry of Interior who 
inquired whether, at some future 
date, they would be agreeabie to 
“loyal cooperation” with the pre- 
sent regime. “We can imagine,” 
they were allegedly told, “that the 
day may come when people like 
you will be needed.” 

The afm behind all this, accord- 
ing to sources in 6, is to 
reach a reconciliation and rap- 
prochement with the large number 
of Dubcek supporters. 

Behind it all is Moscow which 
continues to smart from the after- 
pains of its invasion and would 
ike Prague to present ἃ friendlier, 
more relaxed image to the world.

U.S. shores 


The size of the Japanese fleet 
has increased dramatically in the 
past 20 years. As many as 11 
motherships with 369 catcher boats 
will compete for this year's crop 
of salmon before the fish are able 
to return to American waters. 

Between 1956 and 1972 more than 
48 million fish, worth a3 much ag 
$5m., were harvested by the Ja- 
panese. 

‘The quest for a solution to the 
problem is dificult, deeply entangled 
in international agreements and 
multilateral negotiations. Decisions 
in the past have come largely from 
the International Pacific Fisheries 
Commission, an organization com- 
prised of delegates from the U.S. 
Japan and Canada. But the commis- 
sion will not meet again until next 
fall in Seattle. 

Legislation has been introduced 
in the U.S. Senate by Senator War- 
ren Magnuson of Washington, ex- 
tending the U.S. contiguous fishing 
zone from the present 19 kms. to 
320 kms, It also would attempt to 
extend U.S. jurisdiction “to its ana- 
dromous fish (fish originating in 
U.S. coastal waters) wherever they 
may range in the oceans.” 

The dill may be capable of mak- 
ing protection possible in certain 
vulnerable areas, but it is intended 
as an interim measure and not a 
permanent solution, Magnuson says. 
The bill says it wouldn't abrogate 
any treaty or convention to which 
the U.S. is a party. In light of the 
Many agreements concerning inter- 
netional fishing, that could negate 
the bill’s impact.

HERE was a period when the 
assassination of princes and 
rulers was common practice for 
anarchists, and it was generally 
agreed that if the assassin was 
ready and willing to die in “the 
course of the attack it was im- 
possible to prevent. The promi- 
nent or threatened have body- 
guards not because this can save 
their lives from an assassin bent 
on suicide as well as murder, 
but to make sure that he will 
not get away, and thereby to 
make the murder trade less at- 
tractive. 

By the same lights no number 
of’ troops patrolling the out- 
skirts of Kiryat Shmona can 
make the town wholly safe from 
terrorists. And what of all the 
other towns that would need 
equal protection?

PARIS. — I had a drink here in 
‘Paris the other day with Francois 
Mitterrand, the Socialist leader who, 
with the backing of the Commun- 
ists, is running strong for Presi- 
dent of France. The circumstances 
couldn’t have been more casual — 
or more revealing of the political 
picture in this country. 

Mr. Mitterrand comes as al- 
most a caricature of the sould, bour- 
geois professional man. He lives 
with his family near the Cathedral 
of Notre-Dame in an old private 
home which he is renovating. 

His stock of drinks includes bour- 
bon and Irish ay welg as well asthe 
usual French digestifs. His small 
talk ran to questions about which of 
the two was called whisky in Amer- 
ica. 

When I asked for soda, he pro- 

duced one of those siphon affairs 
which are supposed to convert plain 
water to fizzy water. Like the si- 
phons of most people, Mr. Mitter- 
rand’s siphon didn’t work. Like 
.most men, he blamed the trouble 
on his wife. Then he needled her a 
little more, in a pleasant luxurious 
fashion, when it developed there 
were no cubes in the ice bucket. 

His political conversation was 
above politics and personalities. He 
did let slip that be had run for 
President against Gen. de Gaulle in 
1965 and emerged with 45 per cent 
of the vote. 

But he felt it was too close to 
the death of President Pompidou to 
indulge in partisan polemics. The 
more so as he didn’t know the exact 
terms of support he would have 
from the various parties backing 
his candidacy. 

Behind that elaborately disarming 
approach lie almost all the main 
elements of the French political 
scene. In particular, it is possible 
to see why Mr. Mitterrand has at 
least a fair chance to become Pre- 
sident of France. 


Property helps 


His solid, middle-class tone, for 
one thing, fits in perfectly with 
the mixture of prosperity and dis- 
content which obtains here, as in 
most other Western countries. Be- 
cause there is discontent — notably 
with high prices and unequal dis- 
tribution of income — Mr. Mitter- 
rand's social programmes exert 
broad appeal. 

Because prosperity has become so 
ingrained, there is no great fear 
that a leftwing government would 
Spoil everything. Especially if the 
government were led by a man of 
property such as Mr. Mitterrand. 

His distinctly nonpartisan ap- 
proach "— and especially the hint 


him ahead 

that he was a worthy opponent of 
Gen. de Gaulle back in 1965 and, 
hence, a man of stature — con- 
trasts advantageously with the in- 
fighting which has characterized the 
candidacies of leaders in the direct 
line of succession from Gen. de 
Gaulle. 

Former Premier Jacques Chaban- 
Delmas has now emerged as the 
candidate of the Gaullist Party. But 
not before a truly nasty campaign 
to head him off had been conducted 
by the Gauilist Prime Minister, 
Pierre Messmer, and some of his 
associates. 

The divisions of the right and 
centre work to favour Mr. Mitterrand 
with his unified leftwing support 
and his own above-the-battle stance. 
One good poll by the conservative 
newspaper “L'Aurore” shows Mitter- 
rand beating all other candidatés in 
@ head-to-head race. 


‘No Communist tool 


As to the matter of terms of par- 
ty support for his programme, there 
lies the great unknown of the Mit- 
terrand candidacy. The Communists, 
suspicious of his middle-class tastes 
and instincts, have tried to make 
him their prisoner by forcing agree- 
ment on a specific programme. Mit- 
terrand has resisted any Lut th? 
most vague commitments. Moreover, 
he has advertised his resistance — 
the better to demonstrate to middle- 
class voters that he is independent 
of the Communists. 

Many signs now suggest the Com- 
munists are unhappy with Mitter- 
rand. In the end they may decide 
to throw the election. But if they 
stay the course, Mitterrand has a 
fair chance of winning. 

A Mitterrand victory. of course, 
would bring the Communists to na- 
tional office in France for:the first 
time in more than 25 years. That 
is bound to happen sooner or later. 
Mitterrand, at least, would keep 
them under tight rein and on the 
defensive.
